A NEW AIRCRAFT 
COMPANY. 
i seeded 
BUILDING BRITAIN’S 
FASTEST AEROPLANES. 
By Ovr. Am Corresponpenr. 


Two companies, Swan Hunter and Wigham- 
Richardson, Ltd., shipbuilders, of Wallsend- 
on-Tyne, and Airspeed, Limited, aircraft 
manufacturers, Portsmouth, are to be jointly 
responsible for a new company which is to 
build the fastest passenger aeroplanes in 
England. 

This combination of interests represents the 
first definite link between British shipbuilding 
and aircraft construction, and indicates a 
significant trend in the development of travel. 
The shipbuilding. firm was responsible for the 
building of the Mauretania and other trans- 
Atlantic liners, while the designers of Air- 
speed, Ltd., are Mr, Nevil 8, Norway and 
Mr. Alfred H. Tiltman, who designed the 
airship R 100 

The machines to be produced by the new 
company are low-winged cantilever mono- 
nlanes, and can travel in normal] passenger 


service at 175 miles per hour, which is 40 


per cent. faster than the British controlled 

: This high- 
speed capacity is alrgely due to the introduc- 
tion of a British-designed retractable under- 


' i carriage, which enables the pilot, by operat- 


. 


ing a single lever, to draw up the whole of 
the under-carriage into the body of the aero- 
plane, spreading the wheels back into the 
wings. This reduces the air resistance, so 
that the speed of the machine is increased by 
15 per.cent. The Air Ministry has ordered 
one of these monoplanes, with a view to test- 
ing its capabilities for service with the Royal 
Air Force.

A FASTER BOMBER.

FROM OUR COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
Business in the provision trade generally 
continues fairly well up to the average for 
the time of the year, and, with the exception 
of one or two commodities, prices remain 
fairly steady. The chief feature of interest 
last week was the decline which hag taken 
place in all classes of bacon. The uncertain 
state of the weather has caused retailers tc 
operate sparingly, and only carry stocks on 
a comparatively limited scale to insure a 
clearance, An easier feeling was apparent 
as the week progressed, and sellers had to 
grant concessions to induce business. On 
spot Irish is 6s. lower, and at the weekly 
meeting of the Manchester Bacon Committee 
it was decided to reduce the price of English 
5s. to 7s., Danish 4s, to 6s., Swedish 5s. to 
6s., Dutch 4s. to 5s., and Polish 3s, to 4s. 
per cwt. Although no figures for last year 
are available for Irish and English cures, 
quotations for Continental meats are sub- 
stantially higher. A comparison with last 
year’s figures shows that Danish is making 
6s. and Swedish 12s. more money, and that 
Dutch is no less than 15s. to 17s. and Polish 
16s. to 22s. higher than in 1933. ; 
BUTTER FIRM. 

The Danish official quotation for butter 
has been wired four’ kroner higher, 
and “top” now stands at 134 kroner 
per 100 - kilos. At the corresponding 
eriod of last year, the figure was 
58 kroner, and in 1932 182 kroner. Choicest 
Irish creameries continue to enjoy a good 
vogue, and the market closed firm for all 
descriptions, with some prospect of higher 
prices ruling in the near future. Production 
of butter in Denmark continues to show a 
falling-off, which is reflected in reduced ex- 
ports, although these are still on a larger 
scale than a year ago. Indications suggest 
that the peak in exports of butter from 
European countries generally has been 
attained, and a seasonal decline may be ex- 
pected from now onwards. 

A better feeling is reported in eggs, and 
the market closed firm for both Irish and 
the home-produced article. Arrivals of Con- 
tinental are somewhat in excess of require- 


ments, 
LIVE STOCK. 

At the Manchester Cattle market on Tues- 
day there was a comparatively small show of 
fat. cattle; but sheep and lambs were penned 
in larger numbers. Fat cattle were in mode- 
rate demand, and prices ruled firm. 100d 
sheep ruled steady, but lambs were easier to 
buy. Weather conditions continue to have 
an adverse effect on business at the Man- 
chester Pig market. A slow demand is ex- 
perienced for the light supplies coming for- 
ward, and prices are somewhat irregular.

SQUADRONS. 
By Our Arr CORRESPONDENT. 


| The Oxford University Air Squadron, which 
is attached to the Royal Air Force as an 
auxiliary unit, has just completed its fourth 
summer camp with a regular squadron at 
Eastchurch Aerodrome, having established 
the record of training 240 pilots in eight 
years. 

Like the squadron at Cambridge it has a full 
strength of seventy-five members, and there 
is always a long waiting list of students. 
During the eight years the Oxford Squadron 
has been operating 15,000 flying hours have 
been completed without causing permanent 
injury to a single pupil. Its = con- 
sist of nine Avro “ Lynx ” and seven Avro 
‘Tutor ” aircraft, and at the present time 
has thirty-two ad tntéo pupils for training. 

This year’s camp was~the first at which 
facilities for ‘‘ blind ” flying instruction have 
been available. All advanced solo flyers are 
in future to be given a course of “ blind” 
flying.

Sir Robert Baird’s latest gift will be 
appreciated at the Armagh Royal School

THE SHANNON SCHEME. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—I quite agree with the several letters 
that have appeared in your paper lately and 
with your article yesterday; but none of 
these stress, or, indeed, mention, what seems 
to me by far the most important reason for 
hesitation in spending more money on the 
Shannon scheme) and that is that the whole 
thing is entirely unproductive and, therefore, 
uveconomic. It has surprised me very much 
that this aspect of the case has been so 
much overlooked, but I think the reason. for 
that hes in the way the scheme was originally 
introduced to the public. A most unprincipled 
Preas propaganda presented a picture of the 
widespread benefits that were to be secured 
by this great progressive national effort. 
Every farmer was to have the blessing of 
electric light in his house, and cheap power 
with which to churn and crush his oats, etc. 
Surplus power at low rates would promote 
industries all over thé country. Every pre- 
caution would be taken that the salmon 
fishing industry would not be injured. Lough 
Derg was to be embanked and pumps in- 
stalled, so that a great land reclamation 
scheme would go on behind these embank- 
ments on land subject to flooding; and the 
whole thing was not to cost a penny more 
than £6,000.000. 

That was the picture presented to the 
public. What are the facts? The scheme 
cost much nearer £12,000,000 than £6,000,000. 
No farmer got light—let alone power—even 
where cables crossed his land. They are high- 
power cables, and cannot be tapped without 
great expense. No precautions were taken 
to safeguard the salmon netting industry— 
one of the most productive in the British 
Isles, and on which hundreds of people made 
a living, and now too late. raise their 
protest. Lough Derg has some one hundred 
miles of shore line, but not one yard of 
embankment was put up, and thousands of 
acres of productive land were. flooded and 
compensation’ paid to the owners, mosily 
small farmers. 4 

The scheme, as it stands at present, has, 
therefore, cost us some £12,000,000 in cash: 
the loss of thousands of acres of productive 
land; the loss or grave injury to the profit- 
able salmon fishery; the loss of piers and 
harbours all reund the lake, and the injury 
to the beauty of the lake, an item some of 
US fee] keenly. A good citizen will reconcile 
himself to personal loss or hardship if the 
benefits to his country are outstanding.

What benefits have the Free State got in 
return for this cost and loss? Before the 
Shannon scheme was thought of all the 
country towns.and many of the larger villages 
had electric lighting schemes of their own 
providing house and street lighting, and as 
a rule extra power at reduced cost as 
required. the E.S.B. took over most—but 
not all—of these town and. village plants, 
scrapped the local power-house, and switched 
on their own current, which was in no wav 
better than that previously supplied, and in 
many cases the cost to consumers, owing to 
a different system of payment, was higher. 


The new light is quite satisfactory, but so

was the old one, and these towns and villages 
are no better off than they were before. So 
as far as that goes, there is no gain shown. 
The number of small towns or villages that 
previously had no light and are now served 
by the’ K.S.B. is not great, and it must be 
remembered that light is not productive: it 
1S a convenience and a luxury, but it is not 
productive. Power is productive; but I do 
not think it likely that the power supplied 
by the scheme in excess of that supplied by 
the former local plants is a big item. 

The turbines at Ardnacrusha have been 
quite unable to supply the demand for light, 
which is paid for at a comparatively high 
rate, so it is unlikely that they have been 
supplying any great quantity of power which, 
to be useable at all, must be at a cheap rate. 
Yet when we come to balance up the whole 
Shannon scheme, is not this extra power 


beyond what was supplied before the only. 


item than can be put to its credit—that and 
the lighting of a certain number of small 
towns and villages not previously lit, not a 
big item, and, im any case, unproductive?

Anti-Noise. 
Té remarkable contention that the use 


of the motor horn endangers life was 
put forward at the recent conference of 
the Anti-Noise League. 

: McKenzie argued that the motor 
horn forced upon the driver the false belief 
that he could take risks, and upon the public 
the false belief that it prevented accidents. 
He affirmed that the motor horn caused, more 
accidents than it prevented. 

That is rather a sweeping statement. 
“ Audible warning of approach ” is desirable 
in some cases. Approaching a blind corner 
or cross-roads in the country, for example; 
when one is about to pass a car in front; 
when pedestrians are spread all over a road 
and obviously are unaware that a motor is 
coming along behind them. 

Motor horns can, however, definitely cause 
accidents. The driver with abundant road 
sense knows what other traffic will do. The 
inefficient driver, instead of slackening speed 
to pass béhind a child crossing a road, sounds 
his horn, frightens the child, whose panic 
produces unexpected movement, and the 
motorist runs into him. 

Many a jury would decide that as the 
motorist sounded his horn and the child 
‘Jost his head,” the motorist must be 
acquitted of blame. Yet the sounding of the 
hern would have been the cause of the 
child’s panic! 


Safety Factors. 
Fe reasona which make for safety are 


reasonable speed, road. sense and 
mechanical efficiency. 

It is the possession of road sense by 
a driver that makes his passengers feel safe 
at 60 m.p.h., whereas with another driver

‘The increase of a defensive Air Force 
does not mean that this Government is 
panicky, or that it is going to war, or 
that war is any nearer, or that our desire 
for peace is less urgent, 

““Mxy own conviction is that such action 
on our part will make it not more difficult, 
but less difficult, to proceed with our 
efforts to secure some limitation to arma- 
ments.”’ : 

The League of Nations had been 
weakened—he hoped temporarily—by the 
absence of permanent members and by the 
luke-warmness of others. They saw in 
most other countries an increase in their 
armaments, and within the last twelve 
months a completely new political situa- 
tion in Germany. 7 

‘In the light of these various factors 
we have come to the conclusion that it is 
necessary for our country to increase this 
particular force,’’ he added. 


THE EASTERN PACT. 


Referring to the proposed Eastern pact, 
Mr. Baldwin said: ‘‘ We have lent our 
sympathy to the creation of such a pact, 
and I believe it is a great opportunity for 
Germany by entering into it to make a 
gesture to all Europe that she stands for 

ace. 

‘I believe her entry into it would make 
it more easy for her to return to the League 
of Nations.

_The funeral of Mrs. Sean T. O'Kelly, wife 
of the Vice-President of the Executive Council 
of the Irish Free State, took place on Satur- 
day from University Church, Dublin, to Glas- 
nevin Cemetery. 

It was a remarkable demonstration of sym- 
pathy with the Minister and of regret for Mrs.

The Government’s programme for the 
expansion of the Air Force will be chal- 
lenged by a Labour vote of censure in the 
House of Lords on Monday, says the 
Press Association Lobby Correspondent.

Northern Transport. 

| Some months ago the Government of 
Northern Ireland asked Sir Felix Pole, an 
English transport expert, to examine con- 
ditions of transport in the North, and to 
suggest a scheme for the co-ordination of 
road and rail. Northern Ireland’s ex- 
perience in regard to traffic has been very 
‘similar to the experience of the Saorstát 
and of Great Britain. During the past 
ten years the railways have been sinking 
into a decline at the expense of the in- 
creasing road services, while the road 
services, having reached their economic 
limit of development long ago, are suffer- 
ing through excess of competition with one 
another. Sir Felix Pole implies that his 
real desire would be to amalgamate the 
railways, and to centralise all Northern 
Irish transport in the hands of a single 


| board. This system would be impossible 


for various reasons—principally because 
some of the North’s most important rail- 
ways are outside her undivided control. 
He recommends, instead, that a Northern 
Ireland Transport Board should be con- 
stituted, and should be empowered to take 
over all passenger and goods road motor 
services, both those operated by private 
carriers and those which are worked by the 
railway companies. This board will be 
linked with the railways by two means— 
first, through the railways’ ownership of 
some of the largest road concerns in the 
North ; and, secondly, by investment in the 
capital of the Road Transport Board. The 
board and the railways companies will 


| enter into an agreement for the pooling of 


receipts—a first charge upon which will be 
the improvement of services—and they 
will draw from the profits on a pro- 
portionate basis. 

How the Government, the transport 
services concerned and the North generally 
will take to these suggestions we only can 
guess. The private road services certainly 
will be disgusted, and the Government and 
people, hearkening to the cries of 
‘Socialism ’’ which have attended the 
formation of the not dissimilar London 
Passenger Transport Board, may not 
welcome the creation of yet another virtual 
monopoly. Under this new scheme the 
railways, even if under the profit-sharing 
system they do not prosper for a while, 
will be in supreme control of Northern 
transport. Before the North is willing to 
trust them with such a responsibility, it 
will need to know whether they are pre- 
pared to accept the burden and to manage 
their charge fairly for the public benefit 
Admittedly, the dice have been loaded in 
favour of the road services for many years, 
during which railway shareholders and 
railway -workers have suffered dis- 
proportionate hardship. Now, if we read 
Sir Felix Pole’s suggestions aright, the 
private road companies will be elbowed 
out of existence by means of a board on 
which they will have a very small voice. 
Such a shift of power is doubtfully equit- 
able, and can be justified only by the 
public advantage. Concerning the public 
need of a centralised system there can be 
no doubt. As the expert observes, 
‘between rail and road undertakings an 
intensive and bitter traffic warfare is being 
waged, and there is unjustifiable waste and 
overlapping of services. . . Excessively 
low charges, resulting from intensive com- 
petition, cannot continue indefinitely. « .”’ 
The position in Northern Ireland seems to 
be that either the railways must be given 
almost absolute power over internal trans- 
port or must be driven out of existence, 
leaving the road companies to exterminate 
one another afterwards. 

Sir Felix Pole offers various other pro- 
posals, designed to counterpoise the unfair 
balance that exists between railway and 
road services. He recommends, for 
example, that the old Acts of Parliament 
which hinder their freedom should be 
abolished, that they should be relieved 
of most of the burdens that have 
hampered them hitherto, and that they 
should be granted power to invest funds 
in road services, to own air services, to 
dispose of their superfluous land, and. te 
buy their own Debenture stock at its 
market value. The vital recommendation, 
however, is that which conceives the Road 
Transport Board and its liaison with the 
railway companies. It goes substantially 
farther than any legislation in the 
Saorstdt. South of the border the rail- 
ways have power to acquire compulsorily, 
subject only to Government approval, any 
road concerns for whose purchase they can 
pay; north of it, if Sir Felix Pole’s 
system is adopted, the railways will have 
no direct power to buy out the road com- 
panies, but by sheer predominance on the 
new Road Transport Board they will have 
a fast hold on all the road concerns of the 
Six counties. No policy quite so 
““ advanced '' has been tried as yet in any 
part of these islands, and its development 
ought to be interesting. If the scheme’s 
adoption should check the present rot, 
provide Northern Ireland with enduringly 
cheap and efficient services, and offer some 
prospect of profits to the shareholders of 
the railway and road companies—for as 
long as the latter preserve an independent 
existence—then the inevitable cry of 
‘Socialism ’’ would have neither meaning 
nor importance. It behoves the North, at 
all events, to give it fair consideration.

was conducting his financial intrigues. 
M. Tardieu stated definitely that M. 
Chautemps had shielded Stavisky; that 
he had been fully aware of ali his 
activities; and that he had done every- 
thing in his power to cover up the 
swindler’s tracks. In any circumstances, 
this accusation would have caused a storm 
‘in France; but the position of the two 
protagonists has caused a serious crisis 
in the Cabinet. M. Chautemps is a very 
important member of the Socialist-Radical 
Party, which is the back-.2xe ot the 
Government’s majority in the Chamber. 
Its leader is M. Herriot, also a former 
Premier, who, like M. Tardieu, is Minister 
without Portfolio in the present Cabinet. 
These two men represent the extreme 
elements in the administration, and the 
fact that they have been able to work in 
harmony under M. Doumergue’s leader- 
ship has been the chief cause of the 
Government’s success.

out France are furious with M. Tardieu, 
whom they accuse of a deliberate breach 
of the political truce. Large numbers of 
them are demanding the immediate with- 
drawal of the Socialist-Radical Ministers 
from the Cabinet. M. Herriot, their 
leader, is in Geneva, so nothing definite 
can be arranged before to-morrow, when 
he will return to Paris to attend an im- 
portant meeting of the Cabinet. In the 
meanwhile, M. Chéron, Vice-Premier and 
Minister of Justice, has gone south to 
consult M. Doumergue, who has been 
spending a holiday in his Provencal home 
at Tournefeuille. . M. Chéron made the 
journey by easy stages, travelling most of 
the way by road in order to gain time; 
and it is announced now that the Premier 
is coming back to Paris for to-morrow’s 
fateful meeting. If the quarrel between 
the Socialist-Radicals and M. Tardieu 
cannot be patched up, a general election 
will be inevitable; but there is a hope 
that by the joint resignation from the 
Cabinet of MM. Tardieu and Herriot, a 
crisis may be averted. 


A Prince of the Pyrenees, 


After some centuries of placid existence 
the little Republic of Andorra in the 
Pyrenees has contrived to get itself into the 
news. It has undergone within the last few 
years a political revolution, when the 
younger men attempted to reform the 
Chamber of Representatives, which was 
composed exclusively of venerable elders. 
A few reforms were made or promised as a 


concession to young blood, and the valleys 


settled down once more. - Now Andorra 
has emerged into the limelight again with 
a Pretender to its Throne. Early in the 
present year a Captain Boris de Skosyreff, 
a Dutchman resident in Mallorca, felt 
himself called upon to exchange the mild 
pleasures of life as a prominent member of 
the island's foreign colony for the divinity 
which hedges a king. 
Andorra, where he ingratiated himself with 
the deputies by treating them to cham- 
pagne, and set to work upon a “ constitu- 
tion ” for the new kingdom. His subjects 
appear to have regarded him as a mildly 
comic figure, but the agents of the Presi- 
dent of France and the Spanish Bishop of 
Sao de Urgel, who are the titular co-Princes 
of Andorra, did not appreciate the joke. 
The Pretender was packed over the border, 
and he has settled down at Sao de Urgel. 
That town, however, is too small to harbour 
with any comfort two rival Princes of 
Andorra at one time, and Boris the First 
has decided to oust the bishop. The 
proclamation in which he announces his 
princely rank, and declares war upon his 
clerical rival, has caused much amusement 
in Spain ; and it is hoped that he will make 
the affair a triangular tournament by 
declaring war upon the French President 
as well, Meanwhile, Andorra shows no 
marked eagerness to fly to arms in defence 
of its Prince, although he has designed a 
new national costume which would look 
extremely smart in a pitched battle against 
the combined forces of France and the 
bishop. When the haymaking is over, the 
people of Andorra may have time to spare 
for politics ; but, if they are wise, they will 
leave Prince Boris to fight the matter out 
by himself. 


Shop Fronts. 


The infiltration from England and the 
Continent of modern ideas in shop-design 
has done much to brighten the streets of 
Dublin. In all the principal shopping 
districts clean lines and absence of ornate 
decoration give evidence of the new tastes. 
As yet, however, the shops which have 
modernised their fronts are in a very 
small minority, and their smartness calls 
attention to the others. That admirable 
little work, ‘‘A Cautionary Guide to 
Dublin,’’ performed a public service with 
its photographs of shop-fronts which seem 
to have been designed with no plan at all, 
but some of the worst examples escaped 
the scrutiny of its editors. Dublin still 
abounds with shops which must offend the 
eye of every citizen who finds tasteless 
squalor out of place in a capital city. 
The name of the owner and details of his 
stock are written up not once but in many 
places, and every available inch of space 
is plastered with announcements. 
Windows are crammed with merchandise 
in an apparently hopeless confusion. 
Frequently, the legends above the door 
or along the windows have been executed 
by persons whose spelling is faulty, and 
such abominations as “ tobacco’s,’’ and 
even “ cigarette’s,’’ are not unknown in 
the more frequented streets. In some the 
proprietor has thought fit to exercise his 
sense of humour, and customers are 
allured by punning notices of the kind 
dear to the heart of the retired toiler who 
calls his house “ Dunworkin.”’ If such 


[shops are designed to catch the eye, they 


succeed ; but fussy ostentation by itself is 


-unlikely to attract custom, while there 


can be no doubt that it keeps away many 
of the niore fastidious. In this country, 
where censorship is the fashion, there is 
room for a censor df shops. . His office 
would be no sinecure.

WORLD HISTORY. 
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Juty 23, 1914. 


President Poincaré, continuing 
his Russian visit, reviewed 60,000 
troops of the Imperial Army, the 
Tsar riding beside him. In the 
meantime, at St. Petersburg, 
120,000 strikers, augmented by a 
huge mob, attacked police and 
soldiers from behind barricades of 
paving stones torn from the princi- 
pal thoroughfares. The troops fired 
on the mob, killing eight and 
wounding five. The strikers, 
nothing daunted, tore down the 
Russian and French flags which 
decorated the city, and, cutting 
them into strips, made thousands of 
red flags, with which they paraded 
the city throughout the day and 
night. They also pulled down tele- 
graph poles and stretched the wires 
across the streets (to impede the 
Cossacks sent to disperse them), 
and set fire to the Samson Bridge. 

In Britain. the Buckingham 
Palace Conference on Ireland, hav- 
ing lasted all day, adjourned late in 
the evening, and it is believed that 
deadlock has been reached. The 
lrish Guards, stationed at Welling- 
ton Barracks, London, turned out 
en masse and cheered Mr. Redmond 
and Mr. Dillon, who were accom- 
panied by an enthusiastic crowd, 
as they left the Conference and 
walked down Birdcage Walk to the 
Commons.

Maidenhead 
and found the engineer in a critical condition 
with internal trouble. 

He was able, however, to give immediate 
relief, and left a plentiful supply of drugs 
and fresh fruit, with instructions as to a 
course of treatment which should save the 
man’s life.

The Imperial Parliament is looking 
forward keenly to the adjournment on 
July 31, but a great amount of business 
remains to be done before members ean 
et away into the country. The Cattle 

dustry Bill will be taken through its 
remaining stages in the Commons durin, 
the week, and it will go to the House of 
Lords for the Royal Assent before the 
adjournment. On Wednesday and Thurs- 
day many hours will be spent by the 
House of Commons in voting supplies, and 
there will be scores of divisions on out- 
standing votes, most of which have not 
been even mentioned in the House, and 
certainly not discussed. This is one of the 
great weaknesses of the present finane\a! 
business at Westminster. - 4 special item 
is picked out from an estimate, and a 
whole day may be spent in discussing it 
while hundreds of others pass unheeded 
and unvoted until the closing hours of the 
session. 


Extensions in the Forces. 


The Government has dealt with the Air 
Force as generously as it could, and now 
it is the turn of the Navy and the Army, 
It is understood that there will be sub- 


stantial increases in both Services when 


the estimates come before Parliament next 
year. A number of new cruisers are an 
imperative need of the Navy, while 
mechanisation has given rise to many de- 
mands for the Army. It is a sign of the 
times that in the forthcoming 
exercises the troops taking part wil! be 
conveyed to and from the actual scene of 
the fighting by motor lorries so that they 
may stay in comfortable quarters during 
the torrid heat. This method is found to 


‘have a distinct advantag:; over a long and 


tiring march before the operations beyin. 


Russia Floods the Market. 


Russia once again is dumping great 
quantities of farm produce into the 
country and flcoding markets which should 
be served by British and Dominion sellers. 
Last month 71,000 cwts. of butter entered 
the country from Russia, or five times as 
much as in the corresponding month of 
last year, while there is a very great in- 
crease in the quantities of grain and flour. 
Fish is now being imported from Russia in 
ever-growing quantities, and purchases of 
salmon amount to £227,000—an increase 
of four hundred per cent. Doors, window 
frames and other joinery work are pouring 
into the country, and the imports of flax 
are so heavy that they may deal serious 
injury to the industry in Northern Ireland. 
It is rumoured that these increases are 
only the forerunners of many others which 
may be expected in the near future, as 
Russia intends to avail herself to the full 
of the opportunity provided to sell her 
goods in the British markets. 


Friction in the Milk Scheme. 


It cannot be said that the milk market- 
ing scheme is working as smoothly as it 
might, and there is friction between 
various interested parties in several parts 
of the country. The views of producers, 
distributors, and the Milk Board have not 
yet been brought into line, and it may be 
necessary to introduce yet another bill into 
Parliament to amend the Milk Marketing 
Act in the near future. One of these 
amendments will relate to the registration 
of all producers, instead of producers with 
four or more cows, as at present. It is 
claimed that there are many owners of 
three cows who, as they do not come under 
the Milk Board, are able to sell at any 
price they like, and they are sufficiently 
numerous to cause disorganisation of the 
scheme, particularly in the Midlands. 


A Railway Crisis. 


A crisis in the railway industry appears 
to be certain this week, following upon the 
application of the three railway unions for 
the restoration of wages cuts made in 1931, 
as no progress has been recorded: in tho 
discussions between the railway managers 
and the union leaders. In view of the fact 
that railway receipts have improved 
steadily for some little time, the unions 
have expressed a firm determination to 
have the wage cuts restored, regardless ot! 
the fact that shareholders have been with- 
out dividends for years. The railwaymen 
are calling a delegate conference to con- 
sider the situation, and, if it takes place, 
decisions may be reached which will lead 
to a strike during the autumn unless thie 
railways give way. The position is delicate, 
because there is no machinery for the avoid- 
ance of disputes at the present time, since 
the Wages Board has been dropped by the 
railway companies. 


The French Crisis. 


Much concern is expressed in politica! 
circles at the French Cabinet crisis, and 
it is hoped that the efforts of President 
Lebrun and of M. Doumergue will be 
successful at least to the extent of post- 
poning any immediate change in the com- 
position of the Cabinet until #uropean 
affairs are in a more stable condition. 
It was noted in Paris to-day that tne 
German Press was commenting in 4 
sarcastic vein on the situation—a [act 
which may help towards an agreement. 
Satisfaction is expressed here that opinion 
in the French Press and among the people 
is strongly in favour of any steps that

Thousands of people have gather 
the banks of the river, rit, 
wreckage of other people’s homes | 
swept down to the sea, and wond 
whether it will be their turn next. | 

Pathetic stories of whole families pperish- 
ing amid the wreckage of their homes are 
reaching Warsaw. | 
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Eleven people were drowned out of thir- 
teen inmates of one house at Kleczanach, 
while there have been more than fifty 
known deaths at Mowysact. 

Danger still threatens many villages in 
the districts of Sandomierz and Kielce, 
and in the huge triangle based on the 
towns of Cracow, Debica and Rzeszow. 
There is also fear of an epidemic of typhus. 

In some areas, however, there are signs 
that the floods are subsiding as the Vis- 
tula drains away the water. At Zakopane, 
for instance, railway communication has 
heen restored. 

Many aeroplanes are taking food and 
other necessaries to the inhabitants of 
regions isolated by the floods. 

It is learned that the British tourists 
who were marooned at Zakopane, because 
the roads were impassable for their char- 
a-banc, left the town on Friday.

EAVY loss of life has resulted from 
the overturning of a ’bus filled with 
forty New Yorkers, who had been attend- 
ing a baseball match at Sing Sing Prison. 
he 'bus toppled into a timber yard and 
caught fire. Many persons were trapped 
by the flames, which spread _ rapidly 
throughout the timber yard. 3 

The firemen were unable to reach the 
wreckage. 

The screams of frenzied passengers at- 
tracted large crowds. Some of the pas- 
sengers, their clothes ablaze, leapt from 
the 'bus and plunged into the Hudson 
near by. Others, it is believed, burnt 
beyond recognition, are still lying in the 
wreckage. 

The flames spread rapidly through the 
dry lumber, and in an hour and a half 
the entire yard was burnt out. 

The loss is estimated at 150,000 dollars 


(£30,000). 

The death-roll was later stated to be 
ten. The victims were burnt to ashes. 
Twenty persons are in hospital suffering 
from burns and injuries. 


BIG GERMAN FOREST FIRE. 


All the Reichswehr garrison in Stettin, 
Stargard and Altdamm, amounting to 
several thousand men, have been mobilised 
to fight a forest fire which is raging across 
a width of eight miles between Stettin and 
Gollnow, says a Reuter message from 
Berlin. 

The flames are advancing at the rate of 
300 feet a minute. 

Several people are reported. to have 
been killed, but at present it is impossible 
to verify this, as all the telephone lines in 
the district have been destroyed.

AQUATIC SPORTS. 


CALL TO SCHOOLS AND 
COLLEGES.

Why are aquatic sports more or less 
neglected in Irish schools and colleges, as 
compared with field sports? This question 
is suggested by the paucity of entries from 
school crews at the Dublin Metropolitan 
Regatta at Ringseld last Saturday. On 
that occasion the Rockwell College crew 
gave a fine exhibition of rowing and took 
the Schools’ Metropolitan Cup to Munster, 
thus signalising the College s first appear- 
ance at a regatta. i 

Commenting on their performance, the 
judge said that “ the blade work of the 
Rockwell crew was of a high standard, and 
the rhythm of the rowing was little short 
of perfection.”’ 

In this connection it is understood that 
Rockwell College makes use of its 
picturesque lake for the physical develop- 
ment of its students, who get swimming, 
life-saving and rowing drill. A rowing 
club has been in existence for some time, 
but this was the first time that a crew was 
entered for a regatta. 

Discussing the question as to why there 
should not be a stronger representation of 
schools and colleges at regattas and swim- 
ming galas with an Irish Times represen- 
tative, a well-known supporter of aquatic 
sports said that, if all the Irish schools 
and colleges would take up aquatics, as 
well as field sports, enthusiastically for 
the physical. development of their stu- 
dents, it would be a great thing for the 
manhood of the country. : 

The great Dublin and Munster schools 
and colleges, he pointed out, have every 
facility for the ae sao of aquatic 
sports, and if these were properly or- 
ganised they would give a stimulus to 
aquatics which would be reflected not only 
in the entries, but in the attendance at 
regattas. 

Ireland is hopelessly behind the times 
in aquatics because the schools are not 
organised in the way of aquatic sports. If 
a keen taste for -aquatics were developed 
among school-boys it is believed that 
sports of this description would become 
exceedingly popular. It also would enable 
school-boys on holidays to make good use 
of their time.

ARRANGEMENTS FOR ITS 
CELEBRATION. 


Plans for the celebration of the King’s 
silver jubilee next year will be announced 
in Parliament this week. 

A high official at Buckingham Palace 
said yesterday: ‘* There is no truth what- 
ever in the suggestion that the King will 
make a tour of leading cities and towns of 
the country as part of the celebrations.’’ 

It is learned that the announcement in 
the House of Commons will be couched in 
general terms. Details of the celebrations 
have yet to be arranged, and all that has 
been decided so far is their general 
character. 

It.is unlikely that there will be any 
great gathering in London of representa- 
tives of the Dominions and of foreign 
Powers. By the King’s wish the celebra- 
tions will be designed so as to involve as 
little extra expenditure on the part of 
public authorities and other bodies as 
possible. 

The underlying idea of the general 
scheme, which has been drawn up by a 
committee of Cabinet Ministers and Court 
officials, is to make the celebrations of a 
local character throughout the British 
Empire, so that people in every part of 
the Dominions and Colonies, as well as 
in Great Britain, will be able to join 
equally in the rejoicing.

Dr. George Thomas Revington, one of the 
best-known mental specialists in Ireland, died 
at his home, 4 Lower Prince Edward terrace, 
Blackrock, County Dublin, last Saturday.

ONE MAN DEAD: MANY 
INJURED. 


One man was fatally injured, five were 


dangerously hurt, and nine others less. 


seriously affected in a remarkable accident 
on Saturday afternoon on the Banbury- 
Oxford road, near Hopcroft Halt. The 
accident occurred when four lorries were 
taking men from the neighbourhood of 
Didcot, Berkshire, and the Oxfordshire 
district back from Coventry, where they 
had been engaged by a building society. 

Fifteen men, including the driver, were 
in the leading lorry when the vehicle 
began to bounce about the road, mounted 
the grass verge and overturned. 

From the time the lorry started to 
wobble the men were thrown about the 
road, and when the lorry overturned they 
lay about, moaning and crying for help. 
One man was thrown in front of an 
approaching motor car, and was run over 
before the driver could pull up. 


Alfred Meakin, of Watson road, 


Birmingham, who died in the Radcliffe In- 


firmary, Oxford, was on his way to visit 
his fiancé at Old Headington. She was 
with him until he died. 

Many motorists were held up at the 
scene of the accident, and they summoned 
ambulances from Woodstock and Banbury. 
The ambulances had to make two or three 
trips, and motorists removed the men who 
had been less seriously’hurt. 

Bernard Izzard, aged 38, a carpenter, of 
Brightwell, near Wallingford, one of the 
injured, died last night. Four men are 
still on the danger list.

SIR FELIX POLE’S 
RECOMMENDATIONS.

IR FELIX POLE, who recently held 
an inquiry into the problem of co- 
ordinating road and rail transport in 
Northern Ireland, has issued his report. 
He recommends that a Road Transport 
Board should be constituted and em- 
powered to take over all passenger and 
goods road motor services operated by 
sod transport carvicrs and the road ser- 
vices worked by the railway companies, 
including collection and delivery services. 
The Board and the railway companies, he 
states, should be required to agree to the 
pooling of receipts accruing to their 
respective organisations. 


AMALGAMATION, 


The Board, further, should be formed 
in the first instance by amalgamation of 
larger road transport companies and the 
road services now operated by the railway 
companies, and should be empowered to 


acquire the smaller operators. There 
should be a small arbitration tribunal to 
decide terms of amalgamation where 


parties concerned fail to agree. 

Sir Felix recommends, in addition, that 
an existing Government Department 
should be made responsible for supervis- 
ing the co-ordination, improvement and 
development of transport, against whose 
decisions there should be right of appeal 
to a transport appeal tribunal—a body to 
replace the existing Railway and Canal 
Commission and the Road Transport 
Fares Tribunal. 


OVERLAPPING, 


“ Between rail and road undertakings,” 
he states, ‘‘ an intensive and bitter war- 
fare is being waged, and there is unjusti- 
fiable waste and overlapping of services. 
All parties recommend the Government to 
take action in one form or another, and 
further regulation and co-ordination of 
transport facilities are recognised as neces- 
sary. | 

“The Government is entitled to restrict 
the use of public roads by commercial 
vehicles of certain types where all the 
reasonable needs of the public are met as 
adequately, cheaply and conveniently by 
the older, as by the newer, form of trans- 
port or by a combination of the two 
systems, 


SERIOUS RESULTS. 


‘‘Tf transport by road and rail con- 
tinues on the present unsatisfactory basis, 
serious results will follow. The financial 
position of the present system as a whole 
is unsatisfactory. so much so that it must 
have a disastrous reaction on the efficiency 
of the services. There is an unanswerable 
ease for co-ordination of road and 
services, and it is in this directiom that 
the salvation of transport in Northern 
Ireland lies.’’ 

A great bar to successful co-ordination 


exists, he points out, in the border 
between the Free State and Northern 
Ireland. 


RELIEF FOR RAILWAYS. 


Sir Felix also makes 
recommendations :— 

Railway companies should be relieved 
entirely from the obligation to maintain 
the surface of public roads on bridges and 
approaches, and should have the benefit 
of reduced basis of local taxation, as well 
as having power to invest funds in and 
enter into agreements with road transport 
organisations. ~* 

Sir Felix undertook the inquiry at the 
request of the Northern Ireland Govern- 
ment.

ROAD AND RAIL 
IN ULSTER.

Commenting editorially on the report by 
Sir Felix Pole on the co-ordination of road 
and rail transport, which the Government 
of Northern Ireland is publishing to-day, 
The Times remarks:—The recommenda- 
tions made by Sir Felix Pole are both in- 
genious and comprehensive, and no one 
who examines them impartially will come 
to the conclusion that they are unfair 
either to the railways or to the road in- 
terests. He rejects decisively the de- 
mands of the railway companies for 
heavier taxation on road vehicles, or for 
powers to become the sole _ providers of 
public transport; and, though he admits 
the attractiveness of a complete amalga- 
mation of all road and rail transport in a 
single organisation, he comes to the con- 
clusion that this is impracticable, chiefly 
because the Great Northern Railway 
operates not only in Ulster, but also in 
the Irish Free State, while the Northern 
Counties system is part of the London, 
Midland and Scottish Railway Company, 
and has no separate body of shareholders 
of its own. 

As an alternative, he recommends the 
consolidation of all road transport con- 
cerns under a single Transport Board 
and the pooling of the Board’s. receipts 
with those of the railway companies on 
the principle adopted in the London Pas- 
senger Transport Act of 1933, the pool to 
be administered by a standing joint com- 
mittee, which shall be charged with the 
duties of co-ordinating services, fares, 
rates and conditions of transport, subject 
to the jurisdiction of an appeal tribunal. 


These proposals appear to retain most of. 


the advantages of complete amalgamation, 
while, at the same time, avoiding its diffi- 
culties. By encouraging both forms of trans- 
port to eliminate redundant or uneconomic 
services they should secure the maximum 
degree of co-ordination, and the most 
efficient development of transport services 
in the interests of the inhabitants of 
Northern Ireland. Moreover, the estab. 
lishment of the appeal tribunal ought to 
be a sufficient protection to the public 
against the potential abuse of monopolistic 
powers.. The scheme, which has been 
accepted by the Government of Northern 
Ireland, is certainly the most thorough- 
going attempt at the complete co-ordina 
tion of road-and rail transport yet devised. 
and its working will be watched with 
sympathetic interest in all countries in 
which the problem of read and rail com- 
petition is as yet unsolved. It is, in fact, 
a kind of laboratory experiment, which 
should be capable of yielding results of 
immense importance to the transport 
system of the world.

"THERE appear to be brighter hopes for 

the solution of the Cabinet crisis as 
the result of the visit of Senator Cheron, 
the Vice-Premier and Minister of Justice, 
to M. Gaston Doumergue, the Premier, at 
Tournefeuille yesterday. 

M. Cheron said after his visit that M. 
Doumergue ‘‘ will preside at the Cabinet 
meeting in Paris on Tuesday. 
| M. Doumergue, when he left Paris last 
week for his simple retreat at Tourne- 
feuille, had not expected to return for 
some weeks. He had hoped to live the 
life of a simple Provencal, far away from 
the cares of office. 

It was the journey of Senator Cheron 
to Tuurnefeuille that convinced him he 
should once more put himself at tha ser- 
vice of the nation and return to Paris. 

The newspapers see in M. Doumergue’s 
decision to return to Paris grounds for 
believing that the situation will improve. 
It is generally hoped now that he will be 
able to heal the breach in the Cabinet 
between the two Ministers without Port- 
folio and former Premiers, M. André 
Tardieu and Edouard Herriot, and so avert 
the dissolution of Parliament and subse- 
quent elections. 

The trouble arose over M. André Tardieu 
accusing M. Camille Chautemps, a member 
of the Radical-Socialist Party, of being 
directly involved in the Stavisky scandal. 
M. Herriot, as the chief representative of 
that party in the Cabinet, felt that his 
party had been attacked, and consequently, 
that the party truce was gravely affected. 

‘*M. Doumergue alone,” writes the 
Petit Journal, ‘‘ can solve the crisis. If 
any of his colleagues were to doubt this 
they would be making a grave mistake.”’ 

Many of the newspapers occupy them- 
selyes with the future relations of M. 
Tardieu. and the Radical-Socialist Muinis- 
ters. In somé quarters a suggestion of a 
Cabinet reshuffle involving the disappear- 
ance of the two Ministers without Portfolio 
—MM. Herriot and Tardieu — receives 
serious consideration. 

The Guvre says: ‘*‘ Among both the 
Right and the Left sympathisers exists a 
general feeling that M. Tardieu must go. 
There is, in any case, a growing suspicion 
in Cabinet circles that if M. Doumergue 
called on him for a ‘ new sacrifice’ he 
might possibly refuse.” 


DISSOLUTION DEMAND. 


A demand for dissolution of Parliament 
and a general election which would result 
in a régime ‘‘ definitely representing the 
people’s will,” was made to-day by Má 
Leon Blum, a leading French Socialist. 

M. Blum was speaking at the inaugura- 
tion of a statue of Jean Jaures, the 
Socialist leader, who Was assassinated on 
the eve of the War. 

M. Blum emphasised that in his view 
the continuance of the present Cabinet. or 
its reshuffling mattered little, since 
Parliament had no say in the matter,

It is a lengthy document, and contains 
among many recommendations one 
Northern Ireland Road Transport Board 
should be constituted and empowered to take 
over all passenger and goods road motor  ser- 
vices, including those worked by railway 
companies, This Board and the railway 
companies, he recommends, should’ be fe- 
quired to enter into an agreement for pooling 
receipts accruing to the respective organisa- 
tions in Northern Ireland. He suggests that 
the Belfast Corporation Tramways and 
'buses should be brought under the Road 
Transport Board and the Bangor sine of the 
Co. Down Railway might be electrified, 
Owing to border difficulties and other 
reasons, he cannot recommend the amalga- 
mation of Northern railways, although this 
would be desirable were it’ not for | the 
peculiar circumstances in Northern Ireland. 
Sir Felix suggests that the railway com- 
panies should invest in the capital of new 
Road Transport Board, and be given power 
to redeem their debentures. No change is 
suggested in the constitution of the railways. 


CO-ORDINATION. 


The scheme. he contends, would secure the 
maximum co-ordination of road and | rail 
transport, as it would be in the interest of 
both parties to the pool to see that traffic is 
conveyed in the most economical mapner. 
wasteful competition avoided and approved 
facilities provided to increase receipts. 

The report is to be considered by the 
Northern Government before introducing its 
new railway bill in the autumn or early next 
vear. It is based upon terms of reference 
submitted by the Minister of Home Affairs 
(Sir Dawson Bates), in which he stated) that 
the problem of transport in Northern Ireland 
had been giving the Government consider- 
able concern, and the co-ordination of road 
and rail transport was a matter of urgency. 

The railway companies, road transport 
operators (passenger and goods), county and 
municipal authorities, Chambers of Trade and 
Commerce and the trade unions were invited 
by the Minister to submit their observations 
on the transport situation and to make sugges- 
tions for improvement or re-organisation of the 
system. When replies had been received the 
representatives of the interests concerned were 
interviewed in Belfast by Sir Felix Pole in 
May. 

“The outstanding feature of the Eois 
submitted for consideration,” says Sir Felix, 
‘is that practically all parties recommend 
the Government to take action in one form 
or another. Road passenger transport com- 
petition has been checked by the system of 
control imposed on regular services. The 
position of road goods transport, however, 
is very similar to that which existed in the 
case of passenger transport prior to control. 
In evidence it was stated that the railway 
had to compete with an irregular lorry ser- 
vice, charging uneconomic and varying rates 
for inwards traffic, and returning with out- 
wards loads at any figure obtainable, regard- 
less of cost of working. Between rail and 
road undertakings an intensive and bitter 
traffic warfare is being waged, and there is 
unjustifiable waste and oyerlapping of ser- 
vices. Under such conditions there is an 
apparent present benefit to the public, but 
this can only be temporary until economic 
forces bring about a reduction of the facili-

ROAD SERVICES. 


Provided adequate payment is made by 
road transport for the use of the public roads, 
and that it: is properly regulated and con- 
trolled, Sir Felix says, the public cannot be 
deprived of the advantage of the new form 
of transport, nor can its development be 
restricted unduly. The Government, how- 
ever, is, in his opinion, entitled to restrict 
the use of public roads by! commercial 
vehicles of certain types where all the 
reasonable needs of the public are met ade- 
quately, cheaply and conveniently by the old 
system or by a combination of systems. 

He adds that, as motor taxation in Northern 
Ireland on road passenger and goods vehicles 
is higher than in Great Britain, no further 
taxation appears to be justifiable. 

If transport by road and rail continues to 
be conducted on the present. basis, serious 
results will follow, and, at no distant date, 
the people of Northern Ireland will. find 
themselves. in the position of having an in- 
adequate and expensive transport system. 
While some units operating transport are 
financially sound, it is clear that the finan- 
cial position’of the system as a whole is 
unsatisfactory. 

Railway and road services are needed by 
the community. tailways have the great 
advantage of speed with safety, low 
haulage costg and ability to handle bulk 
traffic, while’ road transport had the advan- 
tage of flexibility. The operation of all rail- 
way and road services in Northern Ireland is 
well within the capacity of a small board of 
directors and a comparatively small organisa- 
tion. The amalgamation of the existing rail- 
ways would be a necessary ingredient in any 
such scheme, 


BORDER DIFFICULTIES. 


The peculiar circumstances of Northern 
Ireland, Sir Felix continues, constitute, how. 
ever, very grave obstacles to the constitution 
of such a Transport Board. Six railways 
operate partly in Northern ireland and partly 
in the Irish Free State. The Londonderry 
_end of the Londonderry and Lough Swilly 
Railway could not be severed from the re- 
mainder of the system, and, while this railway 
might be ex: <i from an amalgamation 
scheme, it w ' not be feasible to exclude 
the Great - rn Railway of Ireland, 
which has . wiles (59 per cent.) in 
Northern Ire! t of a total of 562 miles. 

Moreover, t eadquarters of the Great 
Northern are | iblin and its works are in 
Dundalk. Under its Act of Incorporation, 
obtained in the year 1877, ordinary general 
meetings are held alternately in Dublin and 
Belfast. Meetings of the board of directors 
have also to be held in these cities, and a 
Traffic Committee of the Directors has to be 
appointed to meet in Belfast; Great Northern 
lines cross the boundary «between Northern 
Ireland and the Free Stat’ fifteen times, and 
there are seven customs stations. 

It would be possible to divide the Great 
Northern system between a Northern Ireland 
Transport Board and the Great Southern 
Railway; but it would be extraordinarily 
difficult to assess the value of the respective 
parts, especially having regard to the financial 
condition of the whole undertaking. 
Similarly, it would be possible to allocate 
the operation of the line, and to institute a 
pool of the traffic between the two systems in 
Northern Ireland and the Free State, re-

railway policy. Whether the Government of 
Northern ioaeei could compel division of the 
Great Northern Railway system is a consti. 
tutional question, but it is noteworthy that 
when the railways in the Free State were 
amalgamated, the Southern section of the 
Great Northern system was excluded, Dis- 
cussing amalgamation generally, the report 
states that amalgamation of railways without 
the Great Northern Railway would, in effect, 
merely involve the London Midland and 
Scottish (Northern Counties Committee) and 
the Belfast and County Down Railways. The 
L.M.S., he pointed out, own the Dundalk, 
Newry and Greenore Railway; while the 
Clogher Valley Railway must inevitably be 
superseded by road transport. 

the Northern Counties Committee being part 
of the London, Midland and Scottish Railway, 
has. he adds, no separate body of share- 
holders, and any change in its capital struc- 
ture would involve the capital account of 
London, Midland and Scottish Railway, and 
is a matter within the sole discretion of that 
company. | 

‘Faced with these difficulties and in the 
absence of any amalgamation proposals by the 
railway companies,”’ Sir Felix states, “ I can- 
not ve Pras the Government to take the initia- 
tive in weriges a scheme involving amal- 
gamation of railways. I have most reluc- 
tantly come to the conclusion .that the con- 
stitution of a Northern Ireland Transport 
Board embracing ali transport is not feasible 
in present circumstances. 

‘‘ Co-ordination of road and rail is a vital 
necessity, but co-ordination by means of regu- 
lation of the very large number of small units 
which to-day carry on the transport of 
Northern Ireland, particularly of goods, would 
be an almost, if not entirely impossible task. 
There would be innumerable clashes of in- 
terests, and the work of supervision would be 
immense and expensive.” 


RECOMMENDATIONS, 


Therefore, I make the following recommen- 
dations to the Government :— 

“A Northern Ireland Road Transport Board 
should be constitued and empowered by Act 
of Parliament to take over all passenger and 
goods road moter services operated by road 
transport carriers and the road services 
worked by the railway companies in Northern 
Ireland, including collection and delivery ser- 
vices. This Board and the railway companies 
should be required to enter into an agreement 
for pooling receipts accruing to the respective 
organisations in Northern Ireland. 

“The Road Transport Board should be 
formed in the first instance by an amalgama- 
tion of the larger road transport companies 
and the road services now operated by the 
railway companies. The railway companies 
have a considerable financial interest in the 
operation of road services, and collectively, 
possess the largest fleet of commercial vehicles 
in Northern Ireland, operating altogether 207 
omnibuses and 103 goods vehicles. It is also 
recommended that the railway companies 
should be authorised to extend their interest 
in road transport by mmvesting in the capital 
of the Roard Transport Board.” 

Proceeding, Sir Felix Pole suggests a small 
Arbitration Tribunal to decide the terms of 
amalgamating road services where the parties 
fail to agree, and of any railway amalgama- 
tion that may hereafter be proposed. It would 
be, he says, unfortunate if in a co-ordination 
of transport a section so important as the 
Belfast City Tramways and Omnibus Depart- 
ment were excluded. He is satisfied that 
there is no insuperable difficulty in devising 
a scheme for pooling the traffic accruing in 
Northern Ireland between the Road Transport 
Board and the respective railways, and in an 
appendix gives the outline of such a scheme.

ciples adopted in the recent London Passen- 
ger Transport Act, 1933, a standing joint 
committee composed of an equal number of 
representatives of railway and road interests 
being appointed to prepare the scheme, and 
subsequently to review and co-ordinate ser- 
vices, fares, rates, conditions, etc. Such a 
scheme would secure maximum co-ordination 
of road and rail transport, as it will be in 
the interest of both parties tothe pool to see 
that traffic is hr Ssosan i in the most economi- 
cal manner, that wasteful and uneconomic 
competition is avoided, and that improved 
transport facilities are provided with 
the object of increasing receipts, 
Further, all new capital expenditure required 
for the development of transport would be 
subject to the approval of the Standing Joint 
Committee, and the remuneration of such 
capital should be a first charge upon the re- 
ceipts of the pool and before division between 
the parties. 

This should facilitate the raising of capital 

for development of transport facilities and 
enable economies to be effected. For example, 
the traffic on the Belfast and County Down 
line to Bangor should respond to a more rapid 
and frequent service, which could be pro- 
vided by electrifying that railway. Adminis- 
trative control should be under one Govern- 
ment department, which should generally 
supervise the co-ordination, improvement and 
development of transport, approving with- 
drawal of services and similar work, in ad- 
dition to licensing, etc., of road vehicles. 
_ Sur Felix adyocates the establishment of a 
ss, agh Appeal Tribunal for dealing with 
appeals against decisions by the Adimministra- 
tive Department of the Government, It would 
deal with appeals by the public or by rail- 
ways or road interests, regarding fares, rates, 
services, conditions of transport, and similar 
matters, whether by railway or road ? ans- 
port. This Appeal Tribunal would replace 
the Railway and Canal Commission and the 
Road Transport Fares Tribunal. The report 
gives the present rates of wages and salaries, 
the cost of which is, roughly, 52 per cent, 
above the 1913 figure. 


RAILWAY COSTS. 


“The railways,”’ says the report, “ have 
exerted’ themselves to effect reduction of 
working costs and improvement of services, 
but, under present conditions, the pay- 
ment of dividends on the existing capital 
structure appears to be an extremely remote 
possibility.” 

While no change is proposed in the con- 
stitution of the railway companies, the report 
states :—‘‘ No proposals were made by the 
railway companies regarding such matters as 
their capital structure, statutory requirements 
affecting the railways, the form and extent 
of railway accounts and statistics, operating 
costs, closing branch or other sections of 
the railway, introduction of fast railway 
vehicles, such as are being adopted in various 
parts of the world; increasing the use of 
rolling stock to obtain as many loaded 
rd per vehicle as are obtained by road 
1auliers, etc,

WARNS OFFICERS. 

IMPORTANCE: OF AIR. 
DEFENCE.

thunderbolt,”” declared - Marshal 
Pétain, the Minister of War, addressing 
the Congress of. Officers of Reserve here 
to-day. - | 

“You who form the frontal el ments 
of our defence will have a few hours at: 
most to take up your posts and put in 
motion the delicate technical tasks which 
fall to you,” he continued. 

“You others. who belony to the aerial 
defence formations will have to master 
rapidly the necessary reflexes to enable 
you to help to safeguard vital points op 
French soil.” 

The Minister of War stressed that in- 
creased rapidity of mobilisation of every 
branch of the services for the next war 
would demand greater specialisation on 
the part of the reserves than in 1914. 

Marshal Pétain then recalled that he 
recently proposed a bill which, by 
communes, departments and industrial 
establishments, would have to organise 
their own defence against air attacks. 

The Minister ended by reminding the 
officers of the reserve of their mission in 
the maintenance of peace. ‘* Peace,” he 
concluded, “ is one of the masterpieces of 
human art that requires constant effort.”* 


U.S. AIR AND NAVAL 
INCREASES. 


MACHINES AND 
SHIPS.

WASHINGTON, Sunday. 


The recommendation that Congress 
should appropriate for the Army Áir 
Corps the funds necessary to purchase 
1,000 new ‘planes, in order to give the 
army a minimum peace-time air force of 
2.320 planes, is made in the report of the 
War Department’s Special Aviation Com- 
mittee. 

The report of the Committee, which is 
headed by Mr. Newton Backer, former 
United States Secretary of War, further 
recommends the addition of at least 350 
officers to the existing strength, the main- 
tenance of the present organisation, based 
on separate Army and Navy forces; the 
financial encouragement of private air- 
craft manufacturing plants, from which 
the Government should purchase 
machines;:a eloser liaison between mili- 
tary and commercial aviation, and Govern- 
mental development of airways and ground 
facilities. 

The building of the United States Navy 
up to full Treaty strength within three 
to four years was promised by President 
Roosevelt in a talk to the crew of the 
cruiser Houston, according to despatches 
published by New York newspapers.

were behind the naval building programme 
now under way, and expected the fullest 
efficiency of the sea fighting forces.

DURBAN, NATAL, 

An apparatus for generating power from 
the waves of the sea has been devised by an 
engineer here. The inventor is Mr. Alfred 
Max Horn, aged 48, and his machine has 
now beén patented. 

Power is produced through a number of 
air-tight floats placed in the water beyond 
the last line of breakers. The floats are con- 
nected with a shaft, which is rotated in one 
direction by the rising and falling movément 
of the sea.—Reuter.

Patrick Pearse’s example of tolerance and 
charity towards his a, was recalled 
by Mr. Sean MacEntee, Minister for Finance, 


day at St. Enda’s School. Rathfarnham, that 
he believed it was by perpetuating that spirit 
that Ireland would most fittingly honour 
Pearse, his brother and his associates of 1916. 


PEARSE’S NAME. 

Referring to the fact that-the proceeds were 
in aid of the school, which had been main- 
tained by the devotion of those who honoured 
and revered the name of Pearse, Mr. Mac- 
Entee said that he hoped that ‘‘ somehow and 
soon the occasion will arise when the burden 
of that loving duty will be transferred to a 
wider circle, and that the whole nation will be 
permitted to participate in preserving and 
perpetnating the school founded by Patrick 
earse.”’ - 

It was. time, he continued, that the name 
of Pearse, like the names of Tone and 'Con- 
nolly, had become a common-place of our 
speech—so common-place that they. were 
used as ‘symbols, not seldom, as a 
mathematician might use x or y to describe 
an -unknown quantity, an  indetermined 
concept. Often when they used the name 
of Pearse in that way it brought to their 
minds the face of the leader who was executed 
in 1916, and they associated it primarily with 
the events of that holocaustic Easter which 
had made his name immortal. 

But Pearse was more than a martyr. He 

was a teacher as well. They sometimes forgot 
that, as he said of Emmet, “ We are so 
dominated by the memory of that splendid 
death of his that we forget the life of which 
that death was the completion.” Pearse, in 
all things, was first of all a teacher—in the 
Gaelic League, in the school, in the Volunteer 
movement, in his pamphlets, in his life, and 
in his death.

Doctor John P. Rice, dispensary M.O., 
Castleisland; said that he had been attending 
Martin Conway for about ten years for 
rheumatic arthritis and gastritis, ere was 
no strychnine in anything that he prescribed 
for Conway. Witness was called about 10 
am, on 24th May and found Conway 
suffering from spasms, There were intervals 
between the spasms during which he was able 
te speak. fitness asked what did he get, 
and his wife replied: “I gave him—or I got 
for him—three teaspoonfuls out of this box.” 
She handed witness a box, which contained 
some whiteish re crystals. From the 
svmptoms he concluded that Conway was 
suffering from strychnine poisoning, About 
an hour and a half later Conway died. Wit- 
ness subsequently sent the contents of the 
dead man’s stomach and the principal organs 
for analysis. i

SITTING BREEDS. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly Irish 
Timea, the Poultry Uorrespondent says :— 
The comb is not so remarkable in these, and 

they do not mature nearly so quickly as 
in the non-sitting breeds. he chief 
difference will be found in the feather- 
ing, tail, and in the shape of the body. 
The pune in these breeds grow their 
full feathers before the cockerels, and 
the tail of the Wyandottes, Rhode Island 
Reds and Rocks grow long before that of 
the cockerels. In some of these breeds 
the cockerels are very bare of feathers 
frum two to three months old, while the 
pullets are usually fully feathered at 
about six weeks. The cockerels are more 
round and bulky in body and stand more 
erect. Pullets ure flatter in shape, with 
shorter legs, an-i inclined to bend towards 
the head instead of standing straight.
